During the week ended January 7 there were officially reported in 
Russia 2 cases of cholera and 3 deaths, of which 1 case with 1 death 
occurred in the government of Kazan and 1 case and 2 deaths in 
the government of Ekaterinislav. 

Wbau— Examination of Emigrants. 

Acting Asst. Surg. Mooning reports February 9: 

For the steamship Kursk, which sailed February 7 for New York, 
there were inspected 764 passengers and 128 members of crew. 
Seven hundred and twelve passengers and the entire crew were again 
inspected before sailing. No quarantinable diseases were found 
among them. Six hundred pieces of baggage were inspected for 
foodstuffs.
